It on almost 
every body’s lips. What does it mean? 
Those who it as meaning that 
property ly and intrinsicall 
worth $100 a few weeks ago has sun 
in vaiue to $75 do not correctly under- 
stand it. The fact is, so far as stocks 
are concerned, that speculators and 
stock gamblers have substituted ficti- 
tious for real values. We bave before 
us as we write a table of the compara- 
tive prices of certain railroad stocks 
(eleven in number) for September 
and November. Within that period 
one fell from 103 to 78}, one from 90 
to 46}, one from 75 to 45, and so on 
through the list. The aggregate 
shrinkage amounts to $122,500,000. 
The ‘shrinkage of values’’ in mer- 
chandise is the result of an 
appreciation of the currency, the 
increase of its ‘‘purchasing power,”’ 
The financial~ trouble has 
thrown affairs back upon their 
naturals, to use a Western phrase. 
The same property is In existence, 
and itis intrinsically as valuable as 
it was before the disturbance. Real 
values have not been changed ; the 
change is in the assumed, or nominal, 
or fictitious values. Business has 
been conducted on an unnatural basis 
ever since paper money displaced 
gold. ‘There seems to us to be much 
sound sense in the following remarks 
of the Missouri Republican: 

“Tre present embarrassment of the 
country is partly explained by the 
fact that the September valuation of 

roperty—not the property itself— 
been destroyed, and no new one 
has been established. All things are 
unsettled. When a new basis shall
